The boys had been clad iii rags for 
go long that they had forgotten how to 
take care of clothes.

Then the boys were organized as 
Roy Scouts and given their uniforms. 
They began to be careful of tHeir 
school dollies as well as of their uni­ 
forms.

One 
boy stole a purse from his American 
teacher.

About 45,000 workers In the 
oil fields of Baku have been ordered by 
the Azerbaldjahese to leave the city 
because there la no work for them and 
food ie scarce. 
Around every station along the rail­ 
way ere gathered groups of hundreds 
of homeless people lying huddled to­ 
gether on the ground, the majority of 
them too weak even to try to help 
themselves. 
From time to time the 
stronger ones climb on freight cars and
